Private clubs are permitted and licensed 


by the state under the Texas Liquor 
Control Act, according to City Ally. Glenn 
Stewart. 


Stewart, who noted that he is currently 


reviewing the laws concerning private 
clubs, said that if a club meets the state 
requirements then they are granted a 
license. 


The only control the city has over such a 


club is through zoning ordinances which 
restrict specific tracts of land for business 
use, he said. The Texas Liquor Control Act 
provides for a private club to sell liquor 
provided that such has been legalized 
.either throughout the entire county or any 
portion of such county." 


On a l'/2 mile stretch of road between 


Oak Valley and Corbet, on which about 20 
families depend, some of .us paid the initial 
cost of the gravel, etc., and the county was 
supposed to keep it up.

prepared. When the information can be 
developed and evaluated we will deter- 
mine where it is possible to add fire 
hydrants and when."

How much did Delma Ware pay for the 


motorcycle he bought from the city? 


He didn't buy the police department's 


motorcycle from the city. He had it in his 
possession for a while but returned it to 
city hall yesterday morning before we 
contacted him about your question. 


Ware did offer a sealed bid of $701 for the 


police motorcycle when bids were opened 
in April, $101 higher than the next biggest 
offer. 


But he withdrew his bid when members 


of the city commission questioned the 
propriety of awarding a bid to a depart- 
ment head, and the cycle was not sold. 


The cycle wound up in the fire depart- 


ment at the old city hall. It was not getting 
the best of care, Ware said. Once he found 
it in the middle of the street. Acting City 
Manager Jack Russell asked Ware if lie 
could store it someplace, Ware said, and 
he carried it home and locked it up. 


He says he rode it only enough to keep 


the battery charged and to make some of 
the calls he gets on weekends involving 
city business. 


Ware says after police facilities in the 


new city hall were completed, City 
Manager Dick Ballenger suggested he 
bring it back. He went on vacation the 
same day and forgot the cycle. 


He brought it to city hall Wednesday 


morning, although he had troublw getting 
it started because of lack of use. 


Ballenger says he doesn't think the cycle 


should be sold now. He feels that, with 
gasoline prices going higher and higher, 
the police will have a need for it. 


What can be done about unsanitary 


conditions in two rundown houses in my 
area, the 900 block of S. Beaton St.? Two 
are vacant and people use them as public 
toilets and places to discard their garbage. 
They sit on either side of an occupied house 
where conditions almost are as bad. 


"They are in administrative con- 


demnation process right now, an action 
started about a year ago," says Delma 
Ware, director of Municipal Services.

Hotife Speaker doesn't agree

Bullock's 


assessment that the Legislature 
tried to spend every available 
dollar in the state treasury. 


Clayton was in Corsicana for 


today's noon luncheon honoring 
State Rep. Forrest Green and 
State Sen. Ron Clower. 


Interviewed 
prior 
to the 


luncheon at Green's Emhouse 
ranch, Clayton said he feels that 
Bullock's revenue forecast for 
the next two years is lower than 
will be the final total of funds. 


CLAYTON 
ADDED 
that 


besides the 
$27 million in 


projects vetoed by Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe, the state will also 
recoup-about $100 million from 
federal coffers because of the 
way some of the health and 
welfare legislation was written. 


Answering Bullock's charge 


that a massive tax bill will be 
needed next session because of 
the 
Legislature's 
spending, 


Clayton said that if they had to 
come up with appropriations for 
1977-78 right now a $3-4 million 
tax bill would probably be 
needed. But he added that if 
predictions that the economy 
has bottomed out are true, the 
additional revenues from in- 
creases from sales taxes and 
taxes 
from 
an 
increasing 


development of the state's oil 
industry wi!l make it "very 
possible" that no new taxes will 
be needed. 


Clayton also said that a 
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planned reorganization of the 
executive 
branch 
of Texas 


government will also trim the 
next operational budget for that 
part of government. 


CLAYTON ALSO SAID he 


will be working up through the 
November 
election 
for 
the 


passage of Texas' proposed new 
constitution. 


While he said that if he were 


re-writing 
the 
constitution 


himself it would probably be 
different from the package to be 
voted on, Clayton said he feels 
the proposed state charter is 
"one of the best" products that 
could be derived for a state that 
must deal with such a diversity 
of people and places. 


Clayton is also one of the 


Legislature's 
biggest 


proponents of the Texas Water 
Plan, a plan he says is often 
misunderstood. 


He explained 
that 
many 


people confuse the 1968 Texas 
Water Plan with the Texas 
Water System, a part of the 
overall plan. It is the Texas 
Water System which is charged 
with investigating such projects 
as importation of water from 
the Mississippi River to West

'Exact change' businesses report fewer holdups 
Utilities watchdog

Bus drivers, tax drivers and 


gas station attendants across 
the country are demanding 
"exact change, please," these 
days and officials say the move 
has caused a sharp drop in the 
number of robberies. 


"It's made all the difference 


in the world," said John Ask- 
ers, director of operations for 
the Louisville, Ky., area transit 
system. 


Askers said the exact-change 


system went into effect in 1968. 
"We had holdups and robberies 
prior to that. We haven't had 
any since except for some oper- 
ators who were held up and 
their own money taken. Now, 


we have issued orders that they 
not carry any money at all, 
even in their wallet." 


An Associated Press survey 


showed the exact-change sys- 
tem started on public transit 
facilities and spread to tax- 
icabs, gas stations and all-night 
grocery stores. Taxi drivers 
generally carry no more than 
$5 in change; gas stations and 
groceries limit the amount of 
money on hand in cash late at 
night so that sales people do 
not have to open a safe. 


What happens if you don't 


have the right change? Prac- 
tices vary from city to city. 
Some public transit systems 
give scrip in change, allowing 
passengers to get their extra 


money back at a central office. 
Some sell books of tickets. In 
many places, however, you're 
simply out of luck unless you 
can find another passenger who 
will give you change. 


A spokesman for Vickers 


Service 
Stations, 
an 
Albu- 


querque, N.M., chain, said the 
company's attendants accept 
only credit cards or exact 
change "when the station goes 
to a one-man operation. 


"We went to the policy to 


thwart armed robberies and it 
has worked to a great extent." 


The Springfield, Mass., Street 


Railway Co. instituted an ex- 
act-change system on May 12 in 
response to complaints by bus 
drivers about holdups. 


Edward O'Keefe, 
business 


agent of local 
448 of 
the 


Amalgamated Transit Workers 
said there had been about 10 in- 
cidents of trouble in the few 
months before the system re- 
quiring the exact, 35-cent fare 
was instituted. Since then, he 
said, there has been no prob- 
lem. 


O'Keefe said drivers used to 


carry about $145 in cash belts. 


Bill Baxa, a spokesman for 


the Chicago Transit Authority, 
said the agency used to have 
about 60 bus robberies a month 
with an average loss of about 
$100. 
An exact-change policy — 


45 cents for the regular bus 
fare, a dime for transfers — 
was instituted late in 1969. 


Now, says Baxa, "robberies 


are almost nonexistent because 
all they get is the money the 
bus driver has on his person." 


The theory behind the exact- 


change program is simple: if 
would-be robbers know that 
drivers or salespeople have no 
cash, they won't attempt a 
holdup. Fares and receipts are 
immediately 
deposited 
in 


locked strongboxes that cannot 
be moved or opened. 


The Yellow Cab Co. of Los 


Angeles puts a small strongbox 
in each taxi. Drivers are sup- 
posed to carry no more than $5 
in cash. "We had 369 holdups in 
1969 and 45 people in the hospi- 
tal," said company spokesman 
John Davidson. "Now we're 


running two robberies a week 
and we haven't had anyone in 
the hospital for some time." 


The 7-11 convenience stories 


in Dallas have a $35 limit on 
cash that can be kept in regis- 
ters. Each store has a safe with 
two compartments, but the em- 
ploye has a key only to the 
change compart plus whatever 
is in the change compartment.

Popularly, the 
sultry, close part of the sum- 
mer, 
when dogs are supposed to

The conjunction of the rising of 
the Dog Star with the rising of 
the sun was regarded by the 
ancients as one of the causes of 
the sultry heat of summer, and 
of the maladies which then 
prevailed.

shall state the cost of con

trated with housekeeping might 
psych themselves into it by 
adopting a system similar to 
that used by professional 
maids. Few young people enjoy 
a role in the domestic arts. 


"In fact, many women con- 


sider it beneath their dignity to 
do such work. We are having 
more and more difficulty get- 
ting young maids to work in ho- 
tels," says Ann Husek, a hotel 
housekeeper who has trained 
many maids in her 20 years with 
hotels 
in 
San 
Francisco, 


Chicago and Milwaukee. 


"In my day, mother was a 


task master," she continued. 
"If you didn't do a job well you 
had to do it over until you 
learned how to do it properly. It 
became a challenge. But young 
people do not have the patience 
to do such jobs any more." 


Yet running a house can be 


made interesting, once you de- 
velop some pride in your ef- 
forts, Mrs. Husek contends, and 
working people should develop 
an easy-does-it routine that in- 
cludes a little picking up in the 
morning so the house will look 
neat when they return home in 
the evening. This should avoid 
facing a cluttered living room, 


unmade beds and dirty towels 
before going on to the task of 
cooking dinner. 


Before going off 'to work, 


make the beds quickly, pick up 
the towels for the laundry and 
replace those that have been 
used, she advises. This should 
take only a few minutes. At the 
year-old Hyatt Regency in Chi- 
cago, where Mrs. Husek has a 
staff of more than 100 for the 
thousand-or-so rooms, maids 
are expected to clean and make 
two of the two-bed ropms in an 
hour. 


To make chores easier, 


choose a weekly cleaning day 
when you will do a thorough 


washdown and cleanup, and 
then systematize the daily 
tasks. Soon you will find that the 
routine falls into place easily. 


Here are some of her useful 


pointers: 


... When you strip the bed to 


change the sheets, never put 
bed linens on the floor. It is poor 
housekeeping. Give the bed a 
chance to air with linens 
removed while you clean the 
bathroom. 


... Clean fixtures, mirror, 


floor and tile. Done regularly, it 
will always look clean and 
bright, otherwise grime will 
take longer to erase. (The same 
applies to the kitchen range. 


Wash it each time and the soil 
will not become encrusted.) 


... She suggests vinegar or 


ammonia in water as one of the 
best ways to clean mirrors and 
windows. Rust-stained porous 
surfaces can be helped with 
commercial stain remover. 
Bleach mixed with water will 
remove sediment from enamel. 


... Some detergents work by 


delayed action. Place full- 
strength detergent on hard-to- 
remove soil of bathroom tiles or 
shower stalls and work it into 
the stain before rinsing. 


... Bed linens should be placed 


in cold (not hot) water if stained 
and put through the regular 


machine wash cycle. Do not use 
bleach on polyester. If coffee or 
cola has stained a carpet, wash 
it frequently to bring up all 
stain. 


... Remove shoes before you 


stretch out on a bedspread or 
quilt. "Shoe polish is one of the 
most difficult things to remove 
from a bedspread. Men often 
are so tired when they check 
into a hotel room they stretch 
out on the spread leaving shoe 
stains that require special 
cleaning." 


... Bedmaking is not a difficult 


task once you get the hang of it. 
In making a bed, square cor- 
ners of the sheet for best fit.

Parks board asks for police 
patrols in Eastside Park

its first meeting today voted to 
recommend

missioners that police patrols in 
Eastside Park be increased 
during weekends. 


The three woman, two-man 


commission, appointed in May 
by Mayor Sue Youngblood, also 
decided to ask again that hills at 
Nature Park be graded and 
possibly 
posts 
installed to 


prevent 
motorcyclists 
from 


using the park as a dirt tract.

Steward, Billie Hoyte Moore, 
Mrs. C.L. Flynn, Mrs. James 
Cross 
and 
chairman Mrs. 


Elaine Silverberg met this 
morning for 40 minutes, setting 
the second Wednesday of each 
month at 9:30 a.m. as the 
commission's regular meeting 
time. 


Mrs. 
Silverberg told the 


commission that some $15,000 in 
local and federal funds were 
available for improvements and 
rennovations to city parks. The 
money, allocated specifically to 
Allen 
Park, 
Bunert 
Park 


(Eastside), and Kaufman Park 


(Nature), will be used for major 
additions and improvements. 
Each 
park 
will 
receive 


$5,000with the federal govern- 
ment providing $10,000 of the 
total, Mrs. Silverberg said. 


The Park board has no 


authority to spend the funds, but 
rather

mendations to the city com- 
mission about how the money 
should be spent, Mrs. Silver- 
berg explained.
